Other leftist groups called for a mass 
street demonstration to coincide with the 
Socialist rally. 
The military denied reports broadcast 
by the government radio stations that 
the army has been placed on a 
provisional alert in anticipation of 
violence in Porto. 
Thousands of chanting protesters 
turned out Thursday night in two 
northern cities to demonstrate against 
the Communist-backed government. 


The Socialist party issued a communi­ 
que today denying Communist allega­ 
tions that it was promoting a counter­ 
revolutionary march on Lisbon and call­ 
ing on the armed forces movement to 
protect its Porto demonstrators. 


“ We will not give up the right for 
ourselves to meet whatever the ob­ 
stacles that pseudo-revolutionaries may 
try to put up against us,” the communi­ 
que said. 


It added that another mass demonstra­ 
tion was scheduled for Lisbon on Satur­ 
day night. 


“ The Socialist party trusts that the 
authorities will assure respect for the 
law as far as the meetings are con­ 
cerned,” it said, “ and will keep public 
order through their armed branch.” 


Butterfield spy 
charges doubted 
by panel leader 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The head of 
the Senate panel investigating the CIA 
said today there is no evidence to support 
the charge that former presidential aide 
Alexander Butterfield was planted in the 
White House by the CIA. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman 
of the special Senate committee, said a 
thorough examination of the charge had 
revealed “ no scintilla of evidence which 
would substantiate such a charge.” 
Church, in comments to newsmen, 
further said: “ If we find that the CIA 
ever planted secret agents in the White 
House to spy on the president, the agency 
should be dismantled, and a whole new 
structure and lines of control in­ 
stituted.” 
Church said that following the charge 
against Butterfield made last week by 
retired Air Force Col. Fletcher Prouty, 
the committee interviewed Prouty as 
well as CIA Director William E. Colby.

New York's financial 
problems erupt again 


NEW YORK (U PI) - New York City’s 
financial problems erupted again with 
the firing today of 1,400 recently rehired 
sanitationmen. 
Another 750 workers will be let go at 
the end of the month. 
Mayor Abe Beame, trying to head off 
bankruptcy, met Thursday with direc­ 
tors of the state-created Municipal 
Assistance Corp., which markets bonds 
for the city, reportedly over the agency’s 
demand for more stringent city 
economies, including a citywide wage 
freeze. 
“ Things look grave unless actions are 
taken,” the mayor said at the meeting. 
“ We all understand the gravity of the 
situation.” 
A cutback of 2,934 garbagemen earlier 
this month sparked a three-day wildcat 
walkout that left 50,000 tons of uncol­ 
lected garbage on city streets. 
The men went back to work after their 
union put up $1.6 million to cover wages 
temporarily while the layoffs were being 
litigated. With the union money being 
used up, the city was forced to once 
again fire most of the sanitationmen. 
The layoffs were ordered under 
Beame’s $12,087 billion expense budget. 
Increased taxing authority wrested from 
the state legislature has allowed Beame 
to rehire only 750 permanently. 
Union head John J. DeLury, however, 


urged there be no new strike. 
“ The union, its officers and leadership 
asks all men to report to work on their 
regular shifts and let the issue be settled 
in court,” DeLury said. 
The renewed layoffs came as the 
Uniformed Sanitationmen’s Association 
went to trial claiming its contract with 
the city bars any layoffs. 
In an unexpected move aimed at 
restoring investor confidence, Beame 
said Thursday he would fire “ 30 or 
more” officials making between $18,000 
and $33,000 a year. The mayor estimated 
this would save “ at least three quarters 
of a million.” 
Meanwhile, a confidential projection 
by the comptroller’s office estimated the 
city could finish 1975 some $4.47 billion in 
the red without payments from the cor­ 
poration or independent borrowings the 
city might undertake. 
Officials say banks and investment 
houses have warned they w ill not 
purchase even new bonds sold by the new 
corporation unless the city proves it is on 
the road to fiscal responsibility. 
The corporation was created to market 
bonds on behalf of the city when financial 
institutions decided New York was in 
such bad fiscal shape they would no 
longer buy securities marketed by the 
city itself. 
Survivors recount ordeal 
of drifting in Atlantic 


YORKTOWN, Va. (U PI) - For more 
than two weeks, their home was a cap­ 
sized sailboat drifting aimlessly in the 
Atlantic. With their skipper dead, their 
supplies dwindled along with their hope 
for survival. 
Clinton Spooner and the three young 
Stewart brothers — Roger, 17, Keith, 14, 
and Gordon, 12 — were tired, hungry and 
worn, perhaps only days from death. 
Several ships had passed by the wrecked 
craft, but none saw their makeshift red 
divtrPM flaOG 
Then, on July 14, the 15th day at sea, 
with limited food and water supplies 
nearly exhausted, help arrived in the 
form of a passing Greek ship attracted 
fy Spooner’s flag waving. 
“ If we hadn’t been picked up by the 
Greek vessel, we probably wouldn’t ever 
have been picked up,” Spooner said 
Thursday in recounting the fight for life. 
“ We had almost given up hope,” ad­ 
mitted Spooner, 30, a recent law school 
graduate. “Other ships had passed and I 
didn’t think this one saw us. First it pas­ 
sed, but then it apparently spotted us and 
turned back.” 
He said he did not know how much 
longer they could have survived if the 


ship did not turn around. 
Spooner returned home Wednesday 
with the Stewart boys, but the skipper of 
the 36-foot trimaran, Dr. Roger B. 
Stewart, did not return. 
Stewart, 44, the boys’ father, died July 
4 after lapsing into a diabetic coma. His 
life-saving insulin was swallowed by the 
sea as Tropical Storm Amy buffeted and 
overturned the boat June 29. He was 
buried at sea. 
The survivors of the sailboat, which 
had been scheduled to arrive in Norfolk 
June 28 on a return trip to Bermuda, 
were found by the Greek ship Ellinora 
450 miles off the coast of Cape May, N.J. 
After the storm capsized their vessel, 
they chopped holes in the hull for a living 
shelter and checked out what supplies 
remained. Spooner said they had only a 
can of tomatoes, a can of com, a can of 
Spam, a few raw onions, a bottle of 
ketchup and peanut butter.

Space diplomats hold ceremonies 


HOUSTON (U P I) - Russian and 
American space diplomats traded places 
aboard their linked spaceships today and 
gave the world 140 miles below televised 
tours of their craft and their homelands. 
The three Americans and two Russians 
moved between the Apollo and Soyuz for 
a series of ceremonies, experiments and 
public relations sightseeing tours in the 
name of detente and scientific coopera­ 
tion. 
They also shared meals but Soyuz com­ 
mander Alexei Leonov said, in English, 
“ the best part of a good lunch is not what 
you eat but with whom you eat.” 
He had steak and potato soup with 
Thomas Stafford and Donald “ Deke” 
Slayton in the Apollo and said, “ now I eat 
my space food with my very good, very 
nice friends, Tom and Deke.” 
Vance Brand, the third Apollo 
crewman, ate a lunch of shchi, a soup 
usually made with sour cabbage, along 
with chicken, plums, strawberries and 
juices in the Soyuz cabin with Valeri 
Kubasov. 
When Leonov moved into the Apollo 
for the first time, he happily greeted 
Slayton in English: “ Howdy partner, my 
old friend.” 
Brand, Leonov and television viewers 
on Earth were were given tours of the 
Apollo and Soyuz spacecraft and later 
the spacemen pointed a camera out the 
window as the ships swept at 17,376 miles 
an hour over the vast expanse of the 
Soviet Union. 


“ We are going to land here after the 
end of the mission,” Kubasov said as 
they passed over the cloud dotted 
Siberian plain at Karaganda. 
“ It looks like today is a very beautful 
day over the Soviet Union,” Leonov in­ 
terjected in Russian. “ There is a lot of 
sunshine ... green fields.” 
As they approached the Volga River, 
Kubasov said they were over Volgagrad 
City. He explained it was once called 
Stalingrad and was the spot “ where in 
1942-1943, German fascist troops were 
defeated by the Soviet army.” 
The space pilots also presumably 
joined red and blue halves, carried up in 
each spacecraft, of tw. commemorative 
plaques. The ceremony was on the flight 
plan and Stafford said everything was 
done according to schedule although he 


did not specifically discuss the plaques. 
Kubasov opened the televised 
spacecraft tours by holding up a picture 
of his wife, Lyudmila, and their two 
children, Katya, 8, and Dima, 3. 
“ Hello American people,” Kubasov 
said in English while Brand watched. “ I 
am going to tell you about the Soyuz 
spacecraft. The Soyuz spacecraft con­ 
sists of several compartments, the or­ 
bital module, the descent vehicle, the 
instrument assembly and the propulsion 
system.” 
He then reached over to the pale green 
control panel in the orbital module, pul­ 
led a water gun off a special clip and took 
a drink of water. 
In the Apollo, Stafford gave Leonov 
and the Soviet people a look at the 
American systems, saying in Russian. 
“ The Apollo is the spacecraft aboard 
which the astronauts have flown to the 
moon and also to our Skylab.” 
When Stafford and Leonov first met in 
the docking module today, the Soyuz 
commander gave his American col­ 
league a portrait of Stafford. Leonov is 
an amateur artist who is preparing a col­ 
lection of sketches on the joint project. 
Locked together by a jointly designed 
docking apparatus, the spaceships Apollo 
and Soyuz represented what Soviet

The General Plan designation 
currently is “Agriculture” and 
the zoning designation is five- 
acre limited agricultural dis­ 
trict, allowing five acre 
minimum parcel sizes.

Taxpayer group comes up with 
ways to shave county tax hike

The County Taxpayers’ Assn., 
which previously said it didn’t 
know where the County Board 
of Supervisors could make new 
reductions in the adopted 196- 
million county budget for 1975- 
76 has looked again — and come 
up with new suggestions 
designed to pare 32 cents from 
the projected tax levy boost ex­ 
pected to be in excess of 60 
cents this year. 
Executive Secretary Chester 
Knutila forwarded a statement 
on behalf of the association 
pointing out the county fathers 
could economize further by sl­ 
ashing reserves and trust funds, 
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elim inating County W ater 
Agency and Flood Control and 
Water Conservation District 
tax levies, and by increasing 
anticipated revenues. 
The county supervisors, while 
adopting the new budget Mon­ 
day, called on taxpayer group 
critics — which didn’t include 
the County Taxpayers’ Assn. — 
to suggest how the budget could 
be trimmed further. 
At Monday’s session, the 
Board of Supervisors was 
threatened by a tax reform 
group with a "taxpayers’ 
strike” if the board didn’t roll­ 
back the projected tax in­ 
crease, which is looming on top 
of huge property assessment 
boosts for many taxpayers in 
the county. 
County Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman at the time invited 
groups or individuals to contact 
him with proposals for reducing 
the budget, and he has received 
a number of calls, while also 
meeting with the tax reform 
group leaders. 
N o rth co u n ty 
g ro u p s 
presumably are making sugges­ 
tions to Board chairm an 
Francis H. Beattie and Harrell 
Fletcher in their Fourth and 
Fifth District offices. 
Beattie has made it clear that 
the supervisors will give 


serious consideration to budget- 
cutting proposals made up to 
the tune the supervisors ap­ 
prove the official tax levy. The 
deadline for approving the tax 
rate is Aug. 29. 
Knutila, whose association 
had put out a statement prior to 
budget hearings that it was pos­ 
sible for the supervisors to ef­ 
fect cuts to prevent any tax 
boost this year, offered in a let­ 
ter dated Thursday to the board 
the following budget cutting 
suggestions: 
—Delete $400,000 balance in 
tax litigation reserve (5 cents 
on tax rate). 
—Delete balance of $500,000 
oil spill settlement trust fund (7 
cents on tax rate). 
—Delete $300,000 Cachuma 
trailer park reserve (for pur­ 
pose of buying the trailer 
facility at Lake Cachuma), (4 
cents mi tax rate.) 
—Eliminate Flood Control 
and W ater C onservation 
District 3-cent levy. 
—Eliminate County Water 
Agency 3-cent levy. 
—Boost anticipated sales and 
use tax revenue by ($75,000); 
increase interest income ex­ 
pected by $500,000; and in­ 
crease anticipated vehicle code 
fines $150,000, to cut tax levy 10 
cents additional.

The seventh case of animal 
rabies in Santa Barbara County 
was confirmed July 15 by the 
C ounty 
H ealth 
D ept. 
Laboratory, according to Press 
McCallum, County Animal 
Control Supervisor. 
The animal found to be rabid 
was a coyote from a ranch in 
the Mono Creek Area of Santa 
Barbara County. 
This is the fifth species of 
wildlife found to be rabid in 
Santa Barbara County. Those 
species previously found to be 
rabid were the skunk, bat, bob­ 
cat, and fox. 
Spokesmen for the County 
Health Dept, highly stressed 
that all persons walking for 
camping where wildlife is pre­ 
sent should stay on designated 
trails and should not sleep un­ 
protected on the ground. 
They warned the public not to 
handle or allow their children to 
play with wildlife, particularly 
skunks, bats, or foxes. Any wild 
animal that appears sick or 
does not fear the presence of 
humans is suspect and should 
be avoided they said.

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Anti-Israel boycott 
of U.S. goods grows 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Information 
gathered by the Commerce Department shows 
that despite congressional protests, more and 
more U.S. goods are being subjected to the Arab 
League boycott against Israel 
Undersecretary of Commerce John K. Tabor 
disclosed that the dollar value of U.S. goods sub­ 
jected to Arab boycott demands has dramatical­ 
ly risen in 1975 and already totals 1203.658,728. 
This represents approximately a 20-fold in­ 
crease over 1974 — the value of goods affected 
then was $9,948.78 — and a 30*old increase over 
1973. when the equivalent annual figure was 
$7,021,878. 
Typically, U.S. companies are required to cer­ 
tify to Arab importing nations that their goods 
have not been manufactured in Israel and have 
not been shipped on Israeli ships or on vessels 
which have called at Israeli ports. 
Tabor made these figures, and other documen­ 
tation, available to Sen. Harrison A. Williams 
Jr., D-N J., who promised to draft retaliatory 
legislation Williams said in a statement: 
“ These statistics are extremely unsettling. 
They document an alarming increase in at­ 
tempts by foreign nations to coerce American 


business into discriminatory trade practices. 
“ In my judgment, this is dramatic evidence of 
the need for legislation to insure against any 
further penetration of our economy by foreign 
interests which instigate such boycott ac­ 
tiv itie s .” 
Under U.S. law, American corporations are 
not prohibited from complying with the demands 
of the Arab League boycott against Israel, but 
they are required to report these demands to the 
Commerce Department. 
In an effort to dramatize the Arabs' restric­ 
tive practices against Israel, the Senate subcom­ 
mittee on multinational corporations released 
on Feb. 25 a copy of the list of U.S. companies 
currently being blacklisted by Arab countries 
because of their dealings with Israel. 
Some of the most prominent U.S. corporations 
— Coca Cola, Ford, Kaiser Aluminum and 
others — appeared on that list. State Depart­ 
ment officials say they do not condone the 
boycott, but urge “ quiet diplomacy” to soften it. 
Williams promised to draft an amendment to 
the Foreign Investment Act of 1975 barring Arab 
companies involved in the boycott from in­ 
vesting in U.S. corporations 
Big rail shutdown looms 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Federal mediators said today 
they hoped to get contract 
negotiators for the nation's 
railways and a 117,000-member 
clerks union back to the 
bargaining table next week. 
Talks between the Brother­ 
hood of Railway and Airline 
Clerks and the National Rail­ 
way Labor Conference ended 
abruptly Thursday after a flur­ 
ry of corridor sessions which 
followed a night of fruitless 
bargaining. Management and 
union representatives spent 
most of Thursday trading bitter 
remarks and an earlier at­ 
mosphere of optimism was 
destroyed. 
W.J. Use|7, Jr., the chief 
federal mediator, shifted his at­ 
tentions to postal negotiations 
Thursday night after buying 
more time in hopes of further 
rail talks next week. 
The U.S. Postal Service con­ 
tract with four unions 


representing 600,000 workers 
expires at midnight Sunday. 
C.L. Dennis, the rail clerks’ 
president, agreed to postpone 
his union’s plans to strike the 
railroads Monday morning for 
at least one more week. 
If the rail unions’ workers, or 
part of them, go on strike July 
28, it is expected to precipitate 
a nationwide railroad shutdown 
as other unions respect the 
picket lines and railroad com­ 
panies halt their trains. 
Dennis said railroad opera­ 
tors were “ grossly irresponsi­ 
ble,” and expecting “ Congress 
will bail them out.” 
William H. Dempsey, chief 
negotiator for the National 
Railway Labor Conference, 
said “ the responsibility for the 
threatened railroad strike rests 
entirely with BRAC.” 
Meanwhile, both sides in the 
Postal Service negotiations, af­ 
fecting 600,000 employes, said 
they were prepared to meet

The official shook his head no 
when asked if Reagan was 
feared. 
He said Ford’s men see no 
reason not to take Reagan at his 
word: that he has not yet made 
up his mind whether to seek the 
GOP nomination, that he may 
not decide until year’s end and 
that in no way does he want to 
be vice president. 
According to his aide in the 
White House, Ford believes in 
running “ flat out.”

CIA may be prosecuted for 
keeping intercepted mail 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency not only intercepted mail com­ 
ing from the Soviet Union, it kept some of it. 
Now the Justice Department has found out and 
is looking into possible prosecution. 
The story begins in early 1972 when the CIA 
apparently removed 85 post cards and 25 letters 
dispatched to the U.S. mails from Russia. 
CIA officials have already testified that they 
had a program between 1953 and 1973 in which 
thousands of letters entering the New York, San 
Francisco and other post offices from various 
Communist countries were opened, read and 
sent on to the addressees. In the cases of many 
more thousands of letters, the names of addres­ 
sees were tabulated without opening the mail. 


But somehow, according to officials, the 85 
post cards and 25 letters — all opened — ended 
up on a shelf in a CIA vault. CIA officials recent­ 
ly found them there in the course of a routine of­ 
fice move. 


CIA Director William E. Colby, who became 
head of the agency in 1973, sent the letters and 
cards to Postmaster General Benjamin F. 
Bailar with a letter expressing “ my own sincere 


apology” to the addressees. 
Bailar wrote Colby that he was “ shocked” at 
this “ violation of the sanctity of the mails” and 
told the Justice Department about it. 
On Thursday the Justice Department got a 
search warrant and seized cards and letters 
from the Postal Service for investigation. 
“ The FBI and postal inspectors are going over 
the material for evidence of possible criminal 
violations,” a Justice Department spokesman 
said 
Colby and Bailar left a number of points un­ 
clear: whether the mail was intercepted before 
or after it reached the U.S. Postal Service, and 
just who the addressees were.

strike that virtually shut down 
the country for two days last 
week and led to a decision to 
rescind the price freeze.

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Ford, Hill at energy standoff

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Congress and Presi­ 
dent Ford are at a standoff on energy policy — 
each can veto the proposals of the other. 
A majority of Congress wants to preserve and 
tighten price controls on domestic oil. President 
Ford wants to relax them. 
The House Thursday approved by a vote of 239- 
172 a bill already passed by the Senate: it would 
extend price controls now in effect on 60 per cent 
of domestic oil and roll back permissible prices 
on the remainder. 
The bill would be effective through Dec. 31. It 
now goes to the White House, where it is sure to 
be vetoed by President Ford, and Congress ap­ 
parently lacks the votes to override that veto. 
Ford has proposed lifting price controls 
gradually from “ old oil” — that produced by 
wells drilled before 1973 — and allowing the 
price to rise from $5.25 to $13.50 a barrel over 30 
months. 
But Congress has its own veto power over that 
proposal. The Senate Interior Committee Thurs­ 
day voted 9 to 5 to ask the full Senate to disap­ 
prove it. The Senate could kill Ford’s proposal 


by majority vote within five days after it 
reached Congress. 
Ford offered the decontrol plan as an alter­ 
native to freeing all domestic oil of price con­ 
trols immediately. He argues higher prices will 
discourage consumption and spur development 
of domestic oil resources. Congressional 
Democrats oppose decontrol as inflationary and 
unjust. 
The newly passed bill holds “ old oil” prices es­ 
sentially intact and rolls back the legal price of 
“ new oil” — the product of wells drilled since 
1973 — to a ceiling price of $11.28 a barrel. The 
current uncontrolled price is about $13. 
On another oil-price issue, executives of seven 
major oil firms denied at Senate hearings that 
their companies tried to profit at public expense 
by raising gasoline prices just before the July 4 
weekend. They said the price hikes only partial­ 
ly offset rising production costs. 
“ Any impression that our recent price in­ 
crease amounts to gouging the public is un­ 
justified," said D.L. Bower of Standard Oil of 
California.

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Thousands of farm workers 
voting for Teamster pacts 


THE BETTER HALF 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Thousands of farm workers in Califor­ 
nia and Arizona today appeared to be voting in favor of a 
Teamsters Union contract with growers that would increase wages 
and fringe benefits by about 25 per cent. 
The contract is part of the complicated battle between the 
Teamsters and Cesar Chavez’ United Farm Workers for control of 
field workers in the Southwest. 
The Teamsters and the Western Growers Association, which 
represents most of the large farming operations in California and 
Arizona, agreed Thursday on a contract that increased the 
minimum wage from $2.50 to $2 95 an hour and boosts piece work 
pay 4 to 6 per cent There were many improvements in holidays 
and other fringe benefits. 
It would cover about 30,000 farm workers. 
The Teamsters said farm workers were voting to accept the pact 
by a margin of 7 to 1. In Salinas, center of a major California farm ­ 
ing area, first returns were 1,704 favorable votes and 473 against. 
The farm workers, mostly crop pickers, do not neccesarily 
belong to either union, and growers are currently free to sign con­ 
tracts with either union, or none. Under a new state law going into 
effect Aug. 28. farm workers will be able to vote in secret elec­ 
tions, like other workers, to decide whether they want a union to

Spokesman for the UFW criticized it as a “ sweetheart contract’’ 
drawn up with the growers’ cooperation as a joint move to keep the 
UFW out of the fields. As voting ran heavily in favor of the con­ 
tract however, the UFW said its members and sympathizers were 
also voting for the Teamster contract. 
“That doesn't mean anything except we will certainly accept an 
interim pay raise,” said Marshal Ganz, an aide to Chavez. He 
maintained that the growers gave the Teamsters a good contract 
"to help them win the election." The Teamster contract “will 
serve our union a a good starting point when we win the secret bal­ 
lot elections to be held in September,” he said. 
The Teamsters took much the same view, saying the pact “ will 
serve until we get a new contract in September’’ after the workers 
election. 
There were scattered walkouts by farmworkers around the state 
Thursday after Teamster “strike deadlines" passed before the 
contract was agreed on, but most ended quickly.

Firemen beating 9,000-acre blaze 


WARNER SPRINGS (UPI) 
- Fire fighters today won a 
five-day battle against a fire 
that devoured almost 9,000 
acres of desert brush land, 
menacing rare wild sheep and 
perhaps killing some of the 
wild herefords of Hellhole Ca­ 
nyon. 


“We have achieved 100 per 
cent containment,” a spokes­ 
man for the state Division of 
Forestry said today, meaning 
the fire had been completely 
circled by fire lines. 


“We expect full control some 
time tonight,” he said. 
The blaze continued to 


smolder in islands within the 
perim eter. It burned 8,930 
acres, including more than 
5,000 acres within the Anza- 
Borrego State Park about 50 
miles northeast of San Diego. 
The park is home for 450 
peninsular d e se rt bighorn 
sheep, an endangered species. 
The blaze roared through the 
home grounds of several flocks 
but the agile sheep escaped, 
fleeing nimbly over the rocky 
canyon slopes. 
But there were fears for 
some of the wild cattle — 
descendants of some of the first 
herefords brought to California 
in the late 1800s. which are 


believed to have escaped from 
cowboys during a trail drive. 
The cattle adapted surprisingly 
well to life in the desert, and a 
herd of about 50 descendants 
lives in Hellhole Canyon in ter­ 
rain so rugged they are impos­ 
sible to extricate. 


The fire swept through the 
heavy brush of the canyon, 
sending flames 20 feet in the 
air. 


“We re pretty sure some of 
them were killed,” said Doug 
Allen of the state forestry divi­ 
sion. “They can’t climb as well 
as the sheep.” 
No dead cattle were found 


however, fire fighters said, but 
it was believed that “in that 
steep terrain, some must have 
perished.” 
The fire fighting force, which 
grew to 800, was down to 285 to­ 
day as men were released, in 
some cases to fight smaller 
brush fires elsewhere in South­ 
ern California. Airtankers flew 
100 bombing runs, dropping 
150.000 gallons of fire retardant. 
Seven fire fighters were in­ 
jured, none seriously. There 
were two sprained ankles, a 
sprained leg. two cases of heat 
prostration, a man hit by a fal­ 
ling rock and another bitten by 
a rattlesnake. 


Hot sun sears Midwest corn bumper crop

The Midwest corn crop baked 
in the blistering sun today. 
Without substantial rain soon, 
experts warned, the projected 
bumper crop could be wiped out 
by drought for the second year 
in a row. 
“We are in a critical stage 
now because the corn crop, 
which has been considered in 
excellent shape up until one 
week ago, desperately needs 
rain,” Iowa Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Robert H. Lounsberry said 
Thursday. “If we don’t get it 
during the silking stage, irrepa­ 
rable damage to the kernels 
could occur.” 
Iowa had anticipated a possi­ 
ble record corn crop, but 


Lounsberry said hot dry weath­ 
er could wipe out those hopes 
and reduce the yield by 30 to 40 
bushels per acre, raising grain 
and consumer prices. 


The long spell of dry, hot 
weather bolstered fears of a 
drought cycle. 


“ People were saying during 
our severe drought last year 
that we could be in for two or 
three bad years in a row," said 
Jim Kaplan of the National 
Weather Service’s Des Moines, 
Iowa, office. “In the 1930s, we 
had three bad years in a row 
and a similar occurrence took 
place in the 1950s Maybe we 
are in the midst of a 20-year cy­ 
cle like they say.” 


The hot, dry weather persist­ 
ed through much of the nation’s 
fertile com belt. 
Lounsberry said he visied 
South Dakota this week “and 
thay have had little rain com­ 
bined with near 100-degree 
readings, so they may be worse 
off than us.” 
Light rains were predicted 
for the weekend for Iowa and 
surrounding corn belt states but 
were not expected provide the 
amount of rain experts say is 
needed to start crops flourish­ 
ing and prevent another year of 
drought-ravaged crops. 
“Things have dried up in a 
hurry again this year and unless 
we get the rains, we could be

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - San 
Quentin and Folsom state 
prisons are “disgraceful dun­ 
geons’’ and should be destroyed 
and replaced with more hu­ 
mane facilities, a state bar 
Committee on Criminal Justice 
said 'Hiursday.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Highway Patrol Commissioner 
Glen Craig has renewed his de­ 
mand for patrolmen to end 
their ticket-writing slowdown, 
saying the protest is damaging 
the patrol’s public image. 
Craig Thursday also said the 
slowdown, designed to protest 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown’s 
reduction in patrolmen’s pay 
raises, has been “diminishing’’ 
since its peak on Monday. 
A patrol spokesman said 
ticket-writing by the patrol’s 
5.400 officers was still only 
about 70 per cent of normal. 
In calling for an end to the sl­ 
owdown, Craig said in a mes­ 
sage to patrol commanders: 
"Adverse public, legislative 
and media reaction to the en­ 
forcem ent slowdown ... is 
seriously damaging the image 
of the departm ent and the 
credibility of its personnel.” 
Craig said a number of new­ 
spapers have criticized the sl­ 
owdown in editorials and called 
for disciplinary action. He said 
public comments on radio and 
television talk shows “reflects 
almost 100 per cent adverse 
reaction.” He said several 
legislators have told him the 
patro l’s image “ has been 
d am ag ed both w ith th e 
legislature and the public.” 
“ I hope that my faith in the 
maturity and dedication of our 
people will be borne out by 
complete abandonment of this 
serious breach of public trust 


which we are sworn to uphold,” 
he said 
The California Association of 
Highway 
Patrolmen ordered 
the citation-issuing slowdown a 
week ago to protest the gover­ 
nor’s directive to hold pay in­ 
creases for state employes to 10 
per cent. Previously, patrol­ 
men were in line for a 17.5 per 
cent pay raise. 
Ticket writing in some areas 
of California stopped almost 
completely but picked up as the 
protest wore on while senior of­ 
ficers urged individual patrol­ 
men to abandon the slowdown. 
Thus far. no punitive action has 
been taken against any patrol­ 
man.

O’Malley-led pro-Kuhn forces pleaded to Pat Cun­ 
ningham, legal counsel of the Yankees, and Brad 
Corbett, the Rangers' principal owner who was phoned 
in Boca Raton, Fla. 
Finally, the Yankees wavered and Texas capitulated 
too. leaving just Finley and Baltimore Orioles’ owner 
Jerold Hoffberger dissenters. Bowie Kuhn had the 
necessary nine “Yea” votes from the American 
League, but if he won the game of numbers, he may 
have lost the war of words with Finley, the always out­ 
spoken Oakland A’s owner. 


“ It was obscene,” Kuhn said in response to his feel­ 
ings about the entire two-day proceedings. “You can 
look that up to'see exactly what it means.” 


Kuhn also confirmed that he would have resigned 
had the m atter not been resolved one way or another 
Thursday. 
Immediately after Kuhn's rem arks to the press,

Founding father 


PHILADELPHIA - (NEA) - Most 
historians of the American Revolution 
are as one in believing the United States 
of today owes as much to the pen of 
Thomas Paine as to the sword of George 
Washington. Yet after 199 years of 
thanksgiving the popular sentiment 
forgets the former in favor of the latter. 
Vihere Washington is recalled as a sober, 
dignified champion. Paine’s memory is 
faded by a thousand doubts and by unfor­ 
tunate revisionism. 
Nowhere is the cal­ 
lous historic treat­ 
ment of Paine more 
evident, perhaps, than 
in his hometown. Here 
where the nation was 
bom, largely because 
Paine summoned up 
the colonists con­ 
sensus, the radical 
h u m an ist 
is 
remembered as less a 
hero than a heretic. 
No markered trace remains of his lodg­ 
ings, his work-places, his hangouts. No 
experts or biographers are available 
here for his defense. He is not dis­ 
honored, exactly; neglected is the word. 
To be sure, Tom Paine was never the 
ideal hero, the kind easily accepted for 
eternal memorials. An eccentric, 
wandering misfit for almost all of his 
life, he likewise specialized — with one 
magnificent exception — in personal 
failures. British born, a secondary 
school dropout, he spent the first half of 
his life in h(H)eless personal and profes- 


sional insolvency. He could not make it 
as a teacher, a grocer, a tobacconist, a 
sailor — and at age 37, owing to a for­ 
tunate relationship with Benjamin 
Franklin and facing debtors prison, he 
fled London for Philadelphia in 1774. 
Even now it is difficult to envision an 
immigrant less likely to succeed. Paine 
was a drunk, an indolent, he was without 
specific skills and also unreliable. Yet in 
just over a year he constructed the 79 
pages of Common Sense which became 
the gospel of American independence. 
Until that point colonialists were hardly 
united as to separation from Britain, and 
even many militants wavered on all-out 
war. But Common Sense became the 
hest seller of its time (equivalent sales 
today would be 45 million cq)ies) and the 
issue was joined. “Everything that is 
right or reasonable pleads for 
separation,” Paine wrote. Thus the great 
battle began. 
Had Tom Paine died in the revolution, 
dreadful thought, he would doubtless 
have lived better in the memories of his 
countrymen. As it was, he continued to 
wander after independence, back to 
Europe to foment more revolution, then 
back to America where his reputation 
disintegrated. His writings in later years 
were less precise, certainly less ac­ 
cepted. He became known as a trouble 
maker, anti-Christian in character, and 
slovenly. The state of New York once 
refused him the right to vote. Attempts 
were made on his life. He died at 72, in 
solitude, resurrected only periodically 
since, in public news, as when Theodore 


Roosevelt in describing his memory cal­ 
led him "a dirty little atheist.” 
Occasionally, an attempt is made to 
return Tom Paine to the front yard (rf 
historic respect. A century ago in 
Philadelphia, as example, some 
celebrants of the American centennial 
commissioned a bust of the philosopher 
for Independence Hall. When it was 
finished, however, officials rejected it, 
one man saying Paine was not the kind of 
figure who would enhance the Hall. The 
bust was offered again in 1896 and 1901, 
and rejected by way of inacticm. Finally, 
in 1905, the bust was accepted; but 25 
years later was removed frcmi the Hall, 
placed in basement storage, and has 
never been returned. 
Philadelphia authorities say Paine’s 
character had nothing to do with the re­ 
jection of his bust; rather, it was 
removed because it “lacks authen­ 
ticity,” that is, it was not an original fix­ 
ture in Independence Hall. Peiliaps. In 
any event its rejection is fitting, for such 
was the story of the man’s life. 
He demanded the United States of 
America, and got it. He proposed 
equality of races, social security, and 
public education, and they too eventually 
came to pass. But though his ideas have 
been accepted, his person has not. We 
prefer our heroes to be handsome and 
God fearing and to bathe every night. 


Today Tom Paine’s bust sits in the ob­ 
scurity of a private office here, a 
reminder that this fallible man taught us 
much, but not enough.

Sharks 


It seems that everywhere we go these 
days, the conversation somehow turns to 
^arks. Of course it is all due to the fer­ 
tile mind of Peter Benchley, author of 
the best-seller, “Jaws.” Aside, we can 
hardly picture Peter Benchley as the 
author of “Jaws.” We are old enough to 
remember his grandfather, Robert 
Benchley. the great humorist, and it is 
very difficult to associate a humorist’s 
grandson with the tale of a monstrous 
shark. 
Having been born 
and raised in Min­ 
nesota, sharks were 
never much on our 
mind as a youngster. 
At least not a true, live 
shark. No sharks were 
ever sighted in any of 
the 10.000 lakes, 
though, at times, cer­ 
tain “monsters” were 
reported but usually 
were discovered to be 
nothing more than a 30 
pound Northern. 
However, after we settled down in this 
great state, we took up ocean fishing at a 
fast pace and then we became ac­ 
quainted with sharks. Fortunately, we 
never had the misfortune to see any such 
monster as pictured in the record- 
breaking, box-office movie, “Jaws.” 
Before we moved to Lompoc, we were 
the owner of a small cabin cruiser which 
we had moored in Santa Barbara harbor. 
We would leave our home in Whittier 
each weekend and spend the time on our 
boat. Some of our most interesting 
forays on the water were taken with our 
fireman neighbor from Whittier. He 
loved to fish for sharks. 
“Luke,” as he was known, had his own 
procedure. We were usually after the big 
blue shark. He would bring a long, ex­ 
tremely long, length of clothesline, tie a 
massive hook on the end of the 
clothesline and throw the line out with a 
large mackerel for bait. He would make 
a 1(^ at the end of the clothesline and tie 
a piece of rubber innertube to the base of 
the loop and secure it to the boat. He 
would then sit back with a cold beer and 
keep his eye on the piece of innertube. 
Once the innertube piece began to 
stretch, “Luke” went into action. It 
meant he had a shark. Sometimes it 
would take two of us to drag the shark to 
the side of the boat where “Luke” would 
quickly dispatch the victim with a heavy 
blow to the head. 
A good day’s catch would be three or 
four. 
We haven’t seen “Luke” for years but 
we woi^er if he has seen “Jaws” and, if 
so. if he still hunts for shark.

Democracy in Portugal?

Enter Alphonzo Bell 


At the urging of Jerome Fertig, retired 
engineer and “father” of the Cachuma 
project, the Lompoc city council called 
for a joint water resources development 
program with all interested civilian and 
military agencies. 


July 10, 1961 
The County Planning Commission late 
Wednesday refused to allow the re­ 
zoning of scenic ranch lands 12 miles 
east of Lompoc to permit a 73-lot sub­ 
division. 


Although the next primary election is 
nearly a year distant, the race for the 
U.S. Senate seat held by John V. Tunney 
is already shaping up to a hot contest. 
Newest challenger on the horizon is 
Congressman Alphonzo Bell. 
Being the ony statewide office at 
stake next year it would have been the 
center of interest on that alone. But Tun­ 
ney, completing his first term, has in­ 
vited opponents through inattentiveness 
to his constituency as well as his ultra­ 
liberal stance. 
Unlike Senator Alan Cranston, who 
meticulously answers his mail and is 
readily available by phone, criticisms of 
Tunney for not responding come not just 
from the rank and file but from highly 
placed persons including state labor 
leaders. And his absences from the 
Senate have been frequently remarked. 
Because of these apparent shortcomings 
Tunney is viewed as vulnerable. And, 
while normally an incumbent U.S. 
Senator has little to fear from his own 
party, a number of prominent 
Democrats are sizing their chances. 
'Their attention is prompted by the 
entrance into the hustings of Tom 
Hayden, the student activist who gained 
notoriety in the disturbances which 
resulted in the “Chicago seven” trials 
and his conviction, later reversed. Some 
are even jesting that Tunney engineered 
Hayden’s candidacy to make himself 
look good by contrast. 
For the moment however the serious 
opposition is being molded in the ranks of 
the Republicans. The earliest entrant 
was former Lt. Governor Robert Finch, 
returned from his unhappy experiences 
in Washington as a Nixon aide. Finch had 
emerged as a bright star in the 1966 elec­ 
tions when he outdistanced Ronald 
Reagan in the races which saw Reagan 
vaulted into the governorship and Finch 
landing in the second spot. But it was his 


outpolling of Reagan, together with a 
more moderate attitude, which brought 
about an estrangement between the two. 
Finch saw greener pastures on the 
national scene and resigned his state of­ 
fice. He nèw hopes to pick up where he 
left off ana,return to elective office via 
the U.S. Senate. 
But his bid must weather the primary. 
And the smell of a GOP victory is at­ 
tracting a host of top Republicans who 
will have to battle each other to earn the 
opportunity to contest Tunney in 
November. 
Among these are State Senator Dennis 
Carpenter who has hired newsman 
Michael O’Conner to publicize his ef­ 
forts. Carpenter stands well in the inner 
circles of the party and figures to have a 
nucleus of loyal workers on his team. 
Congressman Barry Goldwater Jr., is 
also expected to make the race, 
depending heavily upon the steadfast

War. But now that that war is over, and 
also the World War, we need to 
legitimize ywir government by increas­ 
ing the freedom cd the people: specifical­ 
ly, their freedom to criticize.” 
I don’t believe Franco is given to 
laughing, but if so this was surely the oc­ 
casion for his doing so. Whereupon 
Professor Rodriguez rose, traveled to his 
little warren in Lisbon, and devoted 
himself to his scholarship (a six-volume 
history of mysticism). 
“I despise Franco,” he told me once, 
serving tea in his little grotto. “But what 
I despise more is Americans who come 
to Spain and declare that we should have 
democracy there in the American man­ 
ner. I,” the chubby old man pronounced 
the aphorism with great solemnity, “am 
a great admirer of Uie.United States Con­ 
stitution. But if I desired the American 
Constitutimi to prevail in Spain, I wmild 
import not the Constitution, but 
Americans.” 
'That is the point Social Democrats, 
U.S.A., like other doctrinaire organiza­ 
tions, cannot easily grasp. The reason 
Portugal slid into Üie despotism of 
Salazar was that the textbook 
democracy Portugal had attempted 
since the liquidation of the monarchy 
was utterly unsuited to Portuguese tradi­ 
tion. It is no easier to impose democracy 
on an entire people unaccustomed to it 
than it is to impose on them an entirely 
alien tongue. 
We should not go about ^demanding” 
democracy in Portugal. We should 1) op­ 
pose above all a tyranny imposed from 
outside Portugal; and 2) use what in­ 
fluence we have’ to liberalize the 
domestic regime — which does not mean 
instantly to democratize Portuguese in­ 
stitutions. Dr. Johnson said it for the 
ages: 'The end of political liberty is per­ 
sonal liberty. Sometimes you get more 
)ersonal liberty by having less political 
iberty. For instance, I would willingly 
vote, as a Portuguese, to (nitlaw the 
Communist Party — this would be a blow 
for personal fre^om, but not a blow for 
democracy. 
So I specially regret I can’t sign the 
manifesto, because I am, really, on the 
same side — this time around — with my 
brothers Rustin. (/haikin, Podhoretz & 
Peretz.
